DIES AT OHIO HOME 


Summary of \Var News 


The battle for Freanoy continues to 
rage with a fury which recalls the 
bloody struggle for Fort Douaumont 
and Vaux in the days of the battle of 
Verdun. Thousands of lives are being 
poured out for the mastery of the little 
pile of ruins that was once a village, 
and the blackened, blasted stuff that 
was once a wood., until Fresnoy threat- 
ens to rank with Vimy in the price 
paid for its possesaion. 
The great importance of the posi- 
tion is due to the fact that it forms 
the last important 
defense to the 
northern end of the Drocourt-Queant 
line, and also covers the only remain- 
ing railroad to Lens connecting the 
coal city with the main German lines 
to the south. 
The Drocourt-Queant line traverses 
one side of the railroad triangle, which 
has Lens, Arras and Vitry at its re- 
spective angles. 
All of one -side of 
this roughly collateral triangle is in 
the hands of the British, and about 
one-half of Us base. Fresnoy must be 
held if the old triangle is not to be 
evacuated and the fall of Lens ren- 
dered certain. The enormous concen- 
tration of German divisions on the 
British front and the marked increase 
in gunpowder gives added significance 
to the report that Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg is withdrawing both men 
and artillery from the eastern area. 
Disorganization on 'he Russian army 
apparently has had a very serious ef- 
fect on the whole allied situation and 
has materially increased the burden 
imposed on the British and French. 
The news from Russia is far from re- 
assuring in any respect and apparently 
the provisional government still is in 
a precarious position. 
There are no marked developments 
in the other war theatres. Fighting on 
the Macedonian front goes on with con- 
flicting reports from the rival camps. 
but nothing as yet tells whether a 
movement in force is under way.

WESTERN RAILROADS 


SHOW URGENT NEED 


FOR RAISING RATES 


THURSDAY, MAY 10, 1917.

Washington, May 10.—Executives of 
western railroads testifying today be- 
fore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, declared the need of their lines 
for a 15 per cent advance in freight 
rates was equally as urgent as that of 
roads in every other 
section of the 


country. 
Increases of the cost of everything 
entering into the operation of the 
western systems, the commission was 
told, had so widened the gap between 
net revenues and expenses, that an in- 
crease in the intra-state as well as in 
the inter-state rates would not meet 
the deficiency. Spokesmen for eastern 
*nd southeastern lines have made simi- 
lar declarations. 
Statistics presented to the commis- 
sion on behalf of forty-six carriers of 
the west, purport to show that the pro- 
posed advance in rates would fall *20,- 
600,000 short, of meeting increased op- 
erating costs effective, and anticipated. 
Among the witnesses called for today 
were W. B. Blddle, president of the bt. 
Louis & San Francisco, and R. H. Aish- 
ton, president of the Chicago & North- 
western.

Not even the oldest farmers recall a 
more trying time than that through 
which he has just been passing. 
A 
late sowing, a poor yield, a wet au- 
tumn and a severe winter have been 
followed by a spring with all "le char- 
acteristics of December. The state of 
the fields is called in all the agricul- 
tural reports "serious," although it Is 
still possible that a series of warm 
weather -might change the situation 
considerably by the end of May. 
The history of many of the best of 
the British crops this year is a story 
of sowing in November and resowing 
in April. The wheat area, it is stated, 
cannot be large this year. Oats cannot 
yet be estimated, and barley for some 
reason is in disfavor, although on good 
barley lands there is yet a sound crop 


Inrthe middle of April potato farm- 
ers were still waiting a favorable mo- 
ment 
to push ahead their planting. 
Everything is late. The farmers' cal- 
endar is out of gear, for the farmer 
must wait upon the weather. 
More- 
over there is a scarcity of seed, owing 
tq the wide destruction 
of autumn 
sown crops, and there are appeals for 
economy in seed stock. Owing to the 
shortage of cattle foodstuffs, there will 
be a large reduction in numbers of 
livestock on the farms during the next 
three months.^

Rio de Janeiro, Man 11.—After forty 
years of chemical, research, a way .has 
been found to double the already enor- 
mous value of the coffee crop by man- 
ufacturing by-products from the cor- 
lee berry husk. _ 
One of the by-products—manita— 
properly 
combined 
with 
nitrogen.- 
roakes an explosive of about the- same 
power as 
dynamite or fulminate or 
mercury, and markets at about $10 
per kilogram. 
, .. 
The average coffee crop ol tna 
state of Sao Paulo, Brazil, is ten mil- 
lion sacks of 132 pounds each, repre- 
sentipe a value of more than $80,000,- 
000. 
This value is in coffee without 


the by-products. 
Dr Pedro Baptista Andrade, 
the 
chemist, already has begun manufac- 
turing the by-products, -which he dis- 
covered. He .proposed to produce £0,- 
000000 liters of alcohol, 360,000 kilo- 
grams of manita and 86,000 kilograms 
of cafeine. 
Cafeine is a drug com- 
manding a price of 10 cents » sraiu. 
Alcohol is sold here at about 12 cents 
a liter. 
Dr. Andrade's process is 
to treat by distillation processes the 
coffee berry husk, which heretofore 
has bee.n considered as useless.

Hischke, a tailor,; committed suicide 
by asphyxiation late yesterday after- 
noon in hjs room above his shop at s 
South Ftantlin street. He was dead 
two hours 'later when hie roommate, 
David 31iiidpwer, came upon the booy 
at 7:30 o'clock. 
Up to a late hour this afternoon the 
police were unable to locate hl» 
daughter, Catherine, twenty, who is in 
Chicago, she having moved from the 
-last address where she had written her 
father and friends. 
i 
Seated in a chair and facing a side 


wall gas connection his right arm rest- 
ing on a waist high and heavy old fash. 
ioned picture frame, the rubber tube 
of a gas range held 
In his mouth, 
Hiachke was 
found. 
Middower im- 
mediately notified the police. 
Although his effects were not given 
a 
thorough 
searching Coroner D. 
Frank Ryan uncovered three or four 
life insurance policies, which provid- 
ing they have been kept up are worth 
considerable. On one it is known ne 
borrowed $130 in March. 
Hisehke has been very despondent 


for years and lately he has sought to 
forget his troubles by stupifying his 
mind with drink. 
When intoxicated 
he has persisted in announcing that 
he was contemplating and planning 
his death from his ownxhand. 
On April 13 this year, when he was 
arraigned in police court for drunken- 
ness Chief of Police P. D. Champion 
told Judge Maxfield that the prisoner 
had already attempted harm to him- 
self. He had purchased a pistol and 
cartridges and had sought to shoot 
himself in the head in a west side 
saloon but .was prevented from doing 
10 when by-slanders wrested the re- 
volver from his grasp.

common than previously. 
For the past week not a mersel of 
food had paused his mouth according 
to Mr. Middower. Yesterday, the lat- 
ter saye. the tailor was in an excru- 
ciating distressed state of mind and 
rolled and 
tumbled on his 
bed and 
walked the floor all morning. 
The 
last he saw of Hischke alive was about 
11:30 o'clock. At that time Middow- 
er advised the man to dress and get 
out into the open air 
but the only 
answer was, "What for?" 
Since his daughter left for Chicago 
the father 
has constantly 
brooded 
over her leaving. 
She had written 
him frequently however. 
Ever since the night 
of June 21, 


1913. 
when Louis Keller, a tailor sev- 
enty-nine, years of age came to the 
Hischke home on South Third street 
and shot and killed Mrs. Hischke, the 
man has never been the same.
